Lots of people think they know Dorchester. People who live there are sure they 
know it. People who have visited there assume they know it. And even people who have 
never been there usually have an image of it. 

But even long-time residents often have only a partial idea of what Dorchester has to 
offer. It is Boston’s largest and most diverse section, after all, and could be called 
Massachusetts’ second largest city. To see and appreciate the quality and variety of 
neighborhoods in Dorchester, it is necessary to get off the main streets and highways 
and go exploring. 

This poster has been prepared by the Boston Redevelopment Authority to point 
out those qualities that make Dorchester’s neighborhoods attractive places to live. 

Dorchester is all sizes and styles of housing, solid, well-built housing that 
ranges from traditional triple-deckers to Victorian mansions to modern single- 
family homes. Generally, the housing is modestly priced and offers an outstand- 
ing opportunity for high-quality, economical living within easy commuting 
distance of downtown and suburban job locations. Dorchester’s triple- 
deckers, in particular, provide more living space, more natural light and air, 
larger porches and more yard space than new apartments elsewhere that 
rent for two to three times as much. 

Dorchester is large parks such as Ronan Park, Savin Hill Park, 
Franklin Field, Dorchester Park, Roberts Playground and the Town 
Field, plus numerous neighborhood parks, tot lots and recreation 
areas. It is Dorchester Bay, the beaches, the yacht clubs and the 
Neponset River Reservation. 

Dorchester is also tree-lined streets and hilltop views, historic 
houses and landmark churches. It is the educational and cultural 
opportunities of the University of Massachusetts. And it is the 
ten stations of the MBTA’s Red Line, from Mattapan to Columbia 
Road, which carry residents to work and to shop in downtown 
Boston and Cambridge. 

Dorchester is also people: young people and grandparents, 
old-timers and newcomers, people who own homes and 
people who rent. It is people from every ethnic and racial 
group in Boston. 

Dorchester offers convenience and variety, as well asa 
sound investment in the future. It is sixteen neighborhoods 
to explore, to live in. It is a place everyone should get 
to know. 

We hope this poster will encourage you to do just that.
